The rebel advance against Mexico 
City from Vera Cruz has apparently 
been checked, for the 
moment

least, near San Marcos, 85 miles east 
of I i capitol, where in the words 
of a Mexico City dispatch the fate 
of the rebellion is being decided. 
Revolutionary headquarters claims 
the federals have withdrawn toward 
the capital, but this is not borne 
out by newspaper correspondents on 
the scene, who report that the silua- 
ttion has remained stationary since

Jalisco,” President Obregon told the 
foreign correspondents tonight, “be­ 
cause they refuse to give battle and 
retreat continually, tearing up the 
tracks, preventing pursuit and leav­ 
ing prisoners and munitons behind.” 
Relative to the situation in the 
state of Jalisco on the west coast, 
however, the president stated that 
he expected a battle there shortly, 
perhaps before Friday. The situation 
in Guerrero is not serious, according 
to the 
chief 
executive, 
although 
marked by two revolts. 
The presi­ 
dent declared he expected the resi­ 
dents of Guerrero would themselves 
prove capable of dealing with the 
rebel general. 
President Obregon was as good

AFTER THE NEGRO DELEGATES. 
In his criticism of the republican national 
committee’s restoration 
of the 
delegate 
strength of the southern states Senator 
Johnson, 
candidate 
for 
the republican 
nomination, has a fairly good card and is 
playing it for all it is worth. 
There is no 
doubt but that the committee’s action is an 
administration measure; and the Johnson 
forces can 
reasonably 
charge 
that it is 
taken in order that southern negro dele­ 
gates controlled by the administration may 
be used to overcome the Johnson strength 
in the west. 
After discussing for many years the cut­ 
ting down of the southern respresentation 
made up mainly of negroes in the national 
convention, the republican leaders at last 
appointed a sub-committee to deal with the 
matter. This sub-committee made new ap­ 
portionments 
which 
involved a consider­ 
able reduction in the number of southern 
republican delegates. 
The national com­ 
mittee has now rescinded the action of this 
sub-committee, Senator Pepper of Pennsyl­ 
vania, a prominent 
administration sup­ 
porter, leading the rescinding movement. 
Unquestionably this is a bid for the negro 
vote and the country can hardly fail to rec­ 
ognize it as such. 
It is moreover, as Sena­ 
tor Johnson says, “repugnant to every sense 
of fair dealing and just representation.” 
The administration may yet regret a step 
which is undoubtedly a step backward and 
which is a step unworthy of it. The imme­ 
diate effects may well 
be 
helpful to the 
Johnson candidacy since it is hard to see 
why the Coolidge forces should have taken 
this action unless they had been impressed 
by the gains which 
their 
opponents had 
made. 
This is the Bascom Slemp kind of 
politics, and while that sort of thing is rec­ 
ognized as a part of the game, it does not 
accord well with the public’s first concep­ 
tion of Mr. Coolidge and of his ideals when 
he came to the presidency.

THE FARMER AND FOREIGN POLICY. 
Speaking at the fifth annual meeting of 
the American Farm 
Bureau Federation, 
Gray Silver, Washington representative of 
that body, declared that until the problem 
of war reparations is decided the farmers 
of America “will continue to suffer losses 
that will total as much as or more than the 
whole amount at stake in the dispute.” Mr. 
Silver declared that Americai. agriculture 
Reeded and 
must have a strong 
foreign 
pdte'cy vigorously 
and consistently main­ 
tained by the administration at Washing­ 
ton. “A policy of isolation from foreign af­ 
fairs is not compatible,” he asserted, “with 
the best interests of our farmers, who must 
look to other nations for an outlet for their 
surplus.” 
Mr. Silver is talking facts. Politicians in 
search of votes are less given to talking 
facts than to saying the 
things that they 
think their listeners 
want to 
hear, 
the 
things of which their listeners will approve. 
The relation of agriculture to the nation’s 
foreign policy is a subject of immense prac­ 
tical importance just now 
and 
ought to 
figure largely in 
the 
approaching cam­ 
paigns. 
We wonder whether any candi­ 
date will think it advisable to discuss this 
subject with the 
farmers 
in the common 
sense way in which Mr. Silver discusses it. 
Certainly 
Candidate 
Hiram 
Johnson 
won’t. 
He takes a view precisely contrary 
to that of Mr. Silver and tells the farmers 
that isolation is the best policy for them. 
That is what they once believed and Can- 
ilidate 
Johnson 
evidently 
thinks 
that 
hey still oelieve it. 
What about the other 
aspirants botn republican and democratic? 
The subject craves frank discussion. 
The 


farmers’ welfare is bound up in it, largely 
dependent upon a wise decision of the ques­ 
tion. 
Will there be one among the candidates 
who will make this relation of American 
agriculture— which is another way of say­ 
ing American prosperity— to foreign policy 
a leading issue of his campaign and who 
will discuss it so clearly, so insistently, that 
the farmers will wonder at the blindness 
that afflicted them so long?

built upon a hundred years of practice is 
not easily eradicated. 
Nevertheless, inter­ 
vention by force is not to be contemplated 
without misgivings. 
Other Latin-Ameri- 
cans even now look with some qualms upon 
our control of Cuba, and the loss of their 
friendship, which is none too strong at 
best, would be a considerable price to pay 
in the exercise of our trust in the Cuban 
people. 
However, there is no doubt what 
our choice would be if Zayas and the cuban 
congress force the United States to a show­ 
down. 
We would once again, and for the 
third time, take over the government of the 
island, and the chances are that we could 
not do so without a considerable ruction. 
This is why Cuba is on our minds today. 
We do not talk of annexation, as did Jeffer­

Hair Nets So Fine Machines 
Can’t Make Them 


Owing to the fine texture of human 
hair and the shortness of the strands. 
no machine has been invented that 
can knit delicate hair nets, so they 
must all be made by hand, says an 
eastern manufacturer. More than 95 
per cent of the world’s supply of this 
article is produced in the native homes 
of northern China, from where the hair 
is first shipped to the United States 
to be dyed and made sanitary by 
chemical process. It is then returned 
for knitting into nets. Thc strands are 
tied end to end to form one long 
string. 
This is wound on a shuttle 
which is worked round a bamboo stick 
or bodkin. 
The knots are fastened 
similar to those rn fish nets and ham­ 
mock*. and require skill created by 
years of practice. ’One net an hour is 
considered to be a good average for 
the ordinary worker.

sight of this impressive coffin, for 
the first time disclosed in almost its 
full proportions by tile removal of 
the partition wall, when tin* corre­ 
spondent visited the tomb Monday. 
The first impression of this gigan­ 
tic receptacle fo rthe dead, its sides 
resplendent with decorations of blue 
and gold, set against a background 
of brightly colored paintings on yel­ 
low’, was almost overwhelming. The 
feeling was of something incredibly 
bizarre— something that seemed ut­ 
terly to banish the presence of death 
in this casket of wonderful artistry. 
One of the first details to catch the 
eye w'as the fact that thc golden lid 
of the canopy does not, as one im­ 
agined from thc view obtained from 
the opening in the wall, slope down 
from on** end to the other. 
It rises 
again at the other 
end, 
giving a 
gracefifl carved effect which is de­ 
clared by competent authority to be 
unique in Egyptology. The lid is not 
solid but hollowed out, roofing over a 
space of about four feet between the 
first anil second shrines. 
In this space 
tho 
correspondent 
was able to sec—for thc doors of the 
first shrine had been removed—a re­ 
markable species of wooden rack or 
scaffolding, erected to carry the im­ 


mense golden 
spangled 
linen pall 
resting over the second shrine. It is 
very like open wooden cage work and 
Is painted a glistening black with 
heavily gilded carved feet. 
In tho 
front where the removal of the doors 
of the first shrine renders it clearly 
visible, it is seen to be made of two 
parts rather awkwardly bolted to­ 
gether with two large bolts, probably 
wooden. 
From the top hangs the 
ragged edge of the pall. turned black­ 
ish brown with age, showing where 
the part which concealed thc doors 
of the second 
shrine 
had 
broken 
away. 
This part of the pall, except 
for a small piece crumbling on the 
ground, has already been removed to 
the nearby laboratory. 
The golden rosettes, about the size 
of a half dollar, with which the pall 
is abundantly spangled, still sparkle 
in the rays of the powerful arc lights 
used by tho excavators. 
These ros­ 
ettes are certainly metal but prob­ 
ably not gold, more likely gilded cop­ 
per. 
Behind the rack the golden doors 
of the second shrine glisten dully, 
the two bolts, one above and one be­ 
low yet sternly guarding the secret 
tomb. 
In the middle, set in either batten 
of the doors are two metal rings, let 
into the wood side by side to which 
were attached seals which Howard

The * 
doors are engraved with exquisitely 
chiseled figure 1 of goddesses in the 
attitude of prayer, while above them 
is the projecting golden lintel of tho 
second shrine, which is about seven 
fort high.

anything else in the intriguing, fes­ 
tive air of this resplendent sepulcher 
are the interior decorations of the 
wall of the shrine. These are chiefly 
golden, inscribed with endless lines 
of 
heiroglyphics 
with 
figures 
of 
birds, flowers and animals set In a 
triple frame of broad 
black 
lines. 
This contrast of deep black and old 


gold recalls the art of old China or 
the decorative effects achieved by 
modem designers In boudoirs with 
golden ceilings and black walls.

Instead, Dr. Parks asserted, “a poor, 
unknown minister has been ordered 
to trial.”

The Rev. Dr. Percy Stickney Grant,

DETROIT,—Henry Ford Wednes­

majority of the American people” 
feels that the country is “safe with 
Coolidge” and that he himself would 
never consider running against Mr. 
Coolidge on any ticket. 
“I believe it is the wise and natural 
thing for the people to agree on the 
nomination and election of Mr. Cool­ 
idge,” Mr. Ford said. 
“I am satis­ 
fied that 90 per cent of the people 
feel perfectly safe with Coolidge and 
I feel, too, that the country is per­ 
fectly safe with him. 
And if this is 
the feeling 
of

change?” 
“Mr. Coolidge has shown in these 
months of service a great many quali­ 
ties that should please his country­ 
men.

to do right.

CHICAGO, Illinois—IC state medi­ 
cal licensing boards will admit to 
examinations only those qualified by 
educations to be physicians while 
police powers of the state are di­ 
rected to search out and prosecute 
men practicing medicine without a 
license, the nation will be freed 
from incompetent doctors, the Amer­ 
ican Medical Association declared 
Wednesday in an official statement 
by its executive committee. 
The statement said that the num­ 
ber of medical imposters and poorly 
qualified physicians in the country’, 
“does not even approximate 25,000,” 
the number claimed by a man un­ 
der indictment for diploma frauds in 
Missouri. 
It set out that during the 
past eight years, not more than 
2500 graduates of low’ grade medi­ 
cal schools have received licenses. 
“For more than 20 years, the at­ 
tention of the public has been regu­ 
larly directed, in official publica­ 
tions of the association, to various 
evils,” 
the 
statement 
declared 
“Ever since 1918, the Journal of the 
American Medical Association has 
published annually the fact that the 
Connecticut and Arkansas eclectic 
licensing 
boards 
were 
apparently 
serving as clearing houses for low- 
grade institutions in Missouri. 
“In 1920, the journal pointed out 
that Connecticut, through its eclec­ 
tic board, was licensing men who 
had not studied in eclectic medical 
schools, and even w’orse, was licens­ 
ing some men who had not appar­ 
ently completed a medical course in 
any 
school.

Develop One In Mrs. 
Sugden’s Death. 


END CAUSED FROM 
BLOW ON THE HEAD 


Witnesses Say She Lived 
In Dread of Meeting 
Some Misfortune. 


Little light was shed on the brutal 
m urder of Mrs. Mary Jane Sugden. 
who was found dead in the bedroom 
of her home at 301 E ast Jefferson 
street Thursday afternoon by Coro­ 
ner E. F. Staats at tile inquest con­ 
ducted this morning by that official 
st McLaughlin’s Funeral Chapel. 
“Death by being struck on the 
head; 
guilty party unknown'* was 
the verdict of the coroner’s jury 
after a lengthy hearing this morning 
during which the testimony of thir­ 
teen witnesses was introduced. 
Authorities admit themselves to 
be at loss for a clue, having little 
but the broken blades of a pair of 
tin snips, used to force the inner 
door to guide the investigation. Mrs. 
Sugden was last seen Tuesday eve­ 
ning, when visited by her neighbors, 
Mrs. Mildred Sullivan, negress, of 
309 East Jefferson and Mrs. N. J. 
Green, negress, of 307 E ast Jeffer­ 
son street and by a friend, Mrs. W. 
W. Haynes, of 1910 South Harrison 
avenue. 
At that time they stated she was 
feeling ill a condition due accord­ 
ing to Dr. Staats to an advanced 
case of Bright’s disease. 
W ednesday 
morning 
Gergory 
Aguirre, of 209 East Jefferson street, 
found the telephone wires to Mrs. 
Sugden’s house dangling on the side­ 
walk. 
Thinking little of the m atter 
he kicked the wires from the pave­ 
ment. 
Thursday, neighbors of the wo­ 
man, thinking 
she 
was 
possibly 
seriously ill w*ent to her home to 
see if they could bo of assistance. 
The rear door 
was 
slightly 
ajar 
and unlocked. 
Knowing 
however 
the peculiar disposition of Mrs. Sug­ 
den, who seriously disliked having 
anyone to enter her house, except 
close friends, after calling her sever 
a1 times without avail they called 
Dr. Statts. 
Dr. Statts took with him Officer 
Jam es Greer. Upon arrival they found 
the house in disorder and the dead 
woman in night attire on the floor 
in her bedroom her skull fractured 
and the house thouroughly ransack­ 
ed. 
According to the testimony of the 
neighbors of the woman she kept a 
revolver in her home, and they stat­ 
ed on some occasions she had fired 
shots at night at what she believed 
were mauraders. 
She lived in fear of being killed it 
was stated. 
H er doors were at all 
times kept locked. 
After nightfall 
she demanded a postive identifica­ 
tion of visitors before opening the 
door. 
Entrance to the home was gained 
by the killer through a door in the

The 
Missouri and North Arkansas Rail­ 
road strike, in progress since Feb­ 
ruary, 1921, and marked by rioting 
and widespread destruction of prop­ 
erty, ended today. 
Frank F. Hullholland, of Cleveland, 
vested with authority to act for the 
various 
crafts 
involved, 
appeared 
this morning 
before 
Judge J. M. 
Shinn in circuit court, and in return 
for concessions vto 
strikers 
found 
guilty of criminal charges, called off 
the strike. 
The concessions consisted of 
dis­ 
missal of criminal charges against 
18 strikers growing out of alleged de­ 
predations and agreement by Judge 
Shinn to recommend that L. D. Wise 
and “Red” Orr, two 
strikers 
now 
serving seven years sentence in the 
Arkansas Penitentiary for burning a 
tailroad bridge at Everton, Ark., be 
pardoned. 
Judge Shinn said he has 
assurance that Governor Thomas C. 
McRae will follow the recommenda­ 
tion of the court in the matter of 
pardoning the two men. 
The unions, under the agreement, 
are to pay bonds aggregating $20,000, 
put up for the appearance in court 
of the 18 strikers and since forfeited. 
J. C. Murray, general manager of 
the railroad, w*as in court when the 
agreement was 
entered. 
The 
rail­ 
road, he said, would retain its pres­ 
ent working forc^ 
intact and con­ 
tinue its open shop policy. 
Calling off of the strike ends a 
chapter that is probably unparallel­ 
ed in the history of a labor contro­ 
versy. 
It began when the union men wrent 
out* in protest against a w'age cut, 
tying up operations of the road. 
The railroad, then in the hands of 
receivers, 
adopted 
an 
open 
shop 
policy andsought to continue opera­ 
tions. Depredations broke out along 
the line, which runs from Joplin, Mo., 
to Helena, Ark., and continued 
for 
months. Bridges were burned, tracks 
torn up and engines damaged and 
finally on August I, 1921, the railroad 
was forced to suspend operations. 
Citizens in towns along the road, 
many of which were solely depend­ 
ent upon the 
road 
as 
their 
only 
transportation outlet, were aroused 
to a high state of indignation. Sev­ 
eral attempts w'ere made to force 
the railroad to 
resume 
operations 
and finally warfare 
was 
begun 
against the strikers. 
This reached 
its climax 
here in 
January 
1923, 
when an alleged attem pt to interfere 
with the operation of trains, citizens, 
formed a committee that took over 
the rule of the constituted authori­ 
ties in 
Harrison. 
Several 
strikers 
and strike sympathizers were public­ 
ly w'hipped and one striker, C. C. Mc­ 
Gregor, was hanged by a mob to a 
railroad 
bridge. 
The 
committee 
reigned for several weeks and during 
that time many strikers and their 
families fled. 
Wise and Orr, who are expected to 
gain their freedom from prison as a 
result of the agreement reached to­ 
day, pleaded guilty at the height of 
the trouble. 
They later rsaid they 
did so 
fearing violence should they 
elect to stand trial.

AGROUND ON REEF 
OFF EAST COAST 


Tups Apparently Unable 
To Budge Leviathan 
From Position.

The steamship Leviathan with 800 
passengers aboard, went 
aground 
off St. George, Eaten Island, IOO 
yards from Robbins Reef Light at 
10:30 o’clock, this morning, while 
proceeding

from 
quarantine 
through a fog. 
The sea was calm. 
The Leviathan w'as drawing 41 
feet of water as she moved up the 
bay after trying to establish a new 
world’s record for her west bound 
trip. 
Captain Herbert L. Hartley an­ 
nounced after she struck that she 
was resting easily, with her stern 
in 41 feet of water, barely clear, 
and her bow in 35 feet, showing 
she had plunged her nose seven 
feet into a mud bank which rises 
sharply from the channel. 
Shortly 
after 
the 
Leviathan 
grounded g u aran tee reported that 
the freighter Boden, out bound, was 
ashore in Gravesend Bay just out­ 
side the narrows. 
A 
heavy 
haze 
hung over the harbor this morning. 
The Leviathan was completing a 
voyage during which she made an 
attem pt to set a new record on the 
west bound trip from Cherbourg to 
New York. 
Heavy fog, however, 
w’as reported to have slowed her dur­ 
ing the last hours of the voyage. 
The Leviathan is booked to go to 
dry dock at Boston after her passen­ 
gers are landed, to undergo the usual 
repairs while the period 
of 
stack 
trans-Atlantic trade is on. 
Half a dozen tugs had reached the 
Leviathan by 11:30 o’clock and had 
made 
fast.

JUAREZ, Mexico, Dec. 21.—De­ 
velopments in the revolutionary situ­ 
ation, beyond the claims of opposing 
factions as to victories in recent op­ 
erations, were lacking in Juarez early 
today.

"in the distance we saw the dif­ 
ferent rapids, blue and sparkling 
End dashing and twisting and turn- 
S g in the afternoon sunlight. And 
re w ere gc’ng so slowly along be­ 
aume these rocks of nature which 
ade the rapids forced men to use 
heir wits or else give up inland 
navigation where they were! 
"So we went slowly along. 
It 
was almost like nn oid-tlme drive 
along a country road. 
On either 
side of us were fields and farms 
and orchards. Sheep grazed along-

Now the m essengers were Phar­ 
isees. 
An they asked him,

HAVE A DISH OF PORK 
A 
FEW slices of sweet side 
pork cut rather thin and fried 
a golden brown, the fat lifted to 
make a gravy# and both served with 
baked potatoes, makes a fine, tasty 
meal on a cold day. 
Here is a dish which provides 
the meat and vegetables for the 
whole meal: 
Farmers' Meat Dish.— This will 
also be enjoyed by others who are 
able to provide it: 
Take a large­ 
sized granite pan—the size used 
will be modified by the family. 
Slice enough potatoes, rather thin, 
to nearly fill the dish, season well 
with salt and pepper and then 
sprinkle over the potatoes a thinly- 
sliced onion or two. 
Place over 
the potato and onion, a close cov­ 
ering of pork chops, season well on 
top and put into a moderate oven, 
allowing two hours for a good-sized 
pan. 
Bake until the chops are 
brown on top, turn them and sea­ 
son again and finish browning by 
setting the pan under a gas flame 
if one is convenient; otherwise fin­ 
ish cooking in the range. 
Savory Pork.—Cut two pounds 
of fresh ham into one-half Inch 
slices. 
Trim off the extra fat and 
fry for ten minutes in a hot frying 
pan. 
Add two slices of onions, 
one cupful of tomatoes, one shred­ 
ded green pepper, and cook five 
minutes. 
Add one-fourth of a cup­ 
ful of flour and Just water enough 
to cover. 
Season and cook closely 
covered for twenty minutes. 
Just 
before serving add two cupfuls of 
cooked spaghetti. Arrange the ham 
on a platter with the spaghetti sur­ 
rounding it. 
Stuffing 
for 
Veal 
Roast.—Mix 
one-half pound of sausage with one- 
half pound of finely-chopped pork 
and a few mushroom*. Add a well- 
beaten egg. a little onion Juice or 
scraped onion, salt and pepper to 
taste. 
Mix well and insert In a 
pocket made by slitting the meat 
near the bone. 
Pork Chops.—Place pork chop* 
in a frying pan, adding Just enough 
water to cover the bottom of the 
pan. 
Parboil, turning often until 
the chops are well scalded and the 
water is evaporated. 
Now season 
and brown. The chops will be well 
cooked and moist.

URING the season of entertain­ 
ing

Season with one-half tea* 
spoonful of salt and one-eighth of 
a teaspoonful of pepper; add two 
cupfuls of diced cooked chicken 
and a pint of oysters that have 
been cooked until plump and the 
edges curled. Serve sprinkled with 
one-third of a cupful oi chopped 
tender celery. 
Chicken in Basket*.—To three 
cupfuls of hot mashed potatoes add 
three tablespoonfuls of butter, one 
teaspoonful of salt, the yolks of 
three eggs slightly 
beaten and 
enough milk to moisten. 
Shape In 
the form of baskets with a pastry 
tube. 
Brush wit Ii a beaten egg 
white and brown In the oven. 
Fill 
with 
creamed 
chicken. 
Form 
handles tor the baskets with pars­ 
ley. 
Fill the hot baskets with hot- 
< reamed chicken. 
Creamed sweet­ 
breads, mushrooms or any creamed 
dish may be served In such bas­ 
kets. 
Chicken Warmein.—Tn the broth 
In which a large chicken has been 
cooked, cook three bunches of cel­ 
ery with one onion, alt finely cut. 
Remove the vegetables to a hot 
double boller, add two cupfuls of 
finely-cut chicken and cook enough 
noodles to serve the family, in the 
same broth. 
Serve noodles on a 
hot plate, over them the celery, 
then on top the chicken and gar 
nish with very small crotons. Serve 
all hot.
